CAMPAIGNERS 
in Porthcawl are 
calling for a 
massive 
demonstration in 
the town on August 
Bank Holiday 
(2pm) to demand 
the removal of silt 
that was dumped in 
Salt Lake car park 
when the harbour 
was dredged. 

Spokesman Steve 
Maitland-Thomas said 
that it contains 
potentially dangerous 
chemicals, which, as it 
dries out, “will be spread 
over a huge area by the 
onshore winds”. 

However, it is 
possible that work to 
remove the silt could 
start before the 


demonstration takes 
place, in the light of 
information released by 
Natural Resources 
Wales. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council 

(BCBC) says that the 
mud pile presents no 
danger to public health 
and this week, BCBC 
Deputy Leader, Conn 
David Sage, reiterated: 
“The council has 
repeatedly stated that the 
silt and the way in which 
it has been temporarily 
stored does not pose a 
risk to public health, so I 
hope that the 
information from 

Natural Resources Wales 
goes some way towards 
offering further 

reassurance”.

Remembering 
the heroes who 
died at home...

As commemoration 
of the First World 
War began, 

Bridgend MP 
Madeleine Moon 
spent a morning 
with Andrew 

Knowlson, regional 
supervisor for south 
Wales of the 
Commonwealth 
War Graves 

Commission 
(CWGC). 

She reported; “I was 
surprised to find that that 
there are 300,000 
Commonwealth war 
dead commemorated in 
the UK in almost 13,000 
locations. The morning I 
spent with Andy opened 
my eyes to the large 
number of war graves we 
have in our local 
cemeteries”. 

The MP visited 
Bridgend cemetery and 
the churchyards of St 
Mary’s Nolton and Coity. 
The majority of those 
buried in these 
cemeteries were part of 
the 170,000 casualties, 
men and women who 
died at home. 

Many died in military 
hospitals recovering 
from wounds, others died 
in training, accidents, air 
raids or in action in the 
air or at sea. 

As Commonwealth 
war graves cover the 
First War between 1914 
to 1921, there are also a 
number of graves of 
service personnel who 
perished in the Spanish 
flu epidemic. 

She heard that families 
often decided to bury 
their son or daughter in a 
family plot and to mark 
their passing in a family 


grave. Despite this, the 
CWGC will take 
responsibility for the 
maintenance of the 
family headstone and 
plot, cleaning and 
repairing the headstone 
when needed, and cutting 
back vegetation. 

On occasion, the 
family marker is 
damaged or lost and the 
CWGC will seek 
permission to place one 
of their own headstones 
alongside the grave. 

Mrs Moon said that, 
sadly, of the four graves 
in St Mary’s Nolton 
churchyard, two needed 
replacing with CWGC 
headstones. 

“One new CWGC 
headstone is already in 
place but I have agreed to 
help find the families of 
two other men buried in 
the churchyard. Cecil 
Grove, of 52 Grove 
Road, Bridgend, aged 25 
died on Oct 4, 1919 
while Edward James 
Salter of Castle Street, 
Bridgend died aged 37 
on March 3, 1916. 

“If anyone is related to 
either of these two men, I 
would be grateful if they 
could contact my 
constituency office on 
750002,” she added. 

The visit proved a 
moving occasion for the 
MP, but she was pleased 
to hear of plans to liaise 
with Bridgend Council to 
provide information at 
the entry to Bridgend 
cemetery of the work of 
the Commission and the 
graves located there. 

Mrs Moon has also 
written to community 
councils suggesting the 
laying of poppies on 
local war graves in 
November of this year.

BEHIND *CYMORTH ICERYS^ APPEAL

A LOCAL hairdressers celebrated its first 
birthday by working a 12-hour day and 
donating all the proceeds to an appeal set 
up for five-year-old Cerys Griffiths. 

Hair by Me in Aberkenfig were keen to support 
Cerys, who was born 11 weeks premature and as 
result has quadriplegic cerebral palsy, with limited 
mobility in her core area, and in her arms and legs. 

She is now five and can barely roll over. Being 
able to stand or walk is not possible. 

Her mother Alison Griffiths said: “Despite all 
this, she is otherwise a normal happy, cheeky, five- 
year-old who goes to a mainstream school and loves 
every minute of it. 

“She always makes friends with everyone she 
meets, and all are taken in by her wicked personality 
and beautiful smile.” 

Her parents have set up a trust fund, entitled 
‘Cymorth I Cerys ’ (support for Cerys) which aims to 
fund specialist equipment and therapies for Cerys to 
help her progress in mainstream school. 

Alison said that the ultimate aim was to raise 
£60,000 to fund an operation called SDR, which will 
increase Cerys’ mobility and take away any pain she 
suffers. 

She has been refused the operation in the UK, so 
the only option is to go to America. Even then, 
fundraising will have to continue to pay for the 
physiotherapy before and after the operation. 

Marissa Benjamin and Emma Stokes are partners 
in Hair by Me, and Marissa explained why they were 
keen to help the appeal. 

She said: “I have been friends with Alison and her

provided, although again 
risks are unlikely to be 
high, while damping and 
covering advice will

AS Wales gets 
ready to change its 
organ donation 
laws in 2015, local 
people are being 
urged to speak to 
family members 
regarding organ 
donation - so they 
are aware of loved 
ones’ wishes. 

Lee Saunders from 
Rhoose in the Vale lost 
his father Pete suddenly 
in January 2013. Pete 
died from an aneurism at 
the age of 68. 

He had been on life 
support at the University 
Hospital of Wales but, 
sadly, there was no hope 
of recovery. 

During the final 
hours, Pete’s wife 
Margaret recalled that 
her husband had signed 
the NHS Organ Donor 
Register and wanted to 
give others the gift of 
life. 

It was a traumatic 
time for the family, but 
one that was made easier 
by the presence of 
specialist nurses in 
organ donation, Caroline 
and Susie. 

Pete’s son, Lee, said:

“We’ve already 
received three letters 
from the recipients of 
dad’s organs. 

“To receive them so 


soon was quite 
surprising but brilliant at 
the same time. I was 
actually very relieved 
too, because it means 
that dad saved lives. 

“I’m very keen to 
meet some of the 

recipients and I hope 
that that’s something the 
specialist nurses can 
arrange for me in the 
near future.” 

On December 1, 

2015, the law will 

change in the area of 

organ donation in Wales, 
and a new ‘soft opt-out’ 
organ donation system 
will be introduced. 

It is hoped this 
change will help create 
the conditions for an 
increase in the number 
of organ donors. 

The new system will 
be an ‘opt-out’ - where 
the choices will be: 

If you want to be a 
donor - either register 
your decision now (this 
is known as opting in), 
or do nothing and be 
regarded as a donor 
(this is known as deemed 
consent). 

If you don’t want to be 
a donor - register your 
decision (this is known 
as opting out).

Community Health 
Council, related 

primarily to changes to 
clinical gerontology 
services at Barry 
Hospital and West Wing 
in Cardiff. 

Following feedback, 
updated proposals were 
agreed by the board at 
their July meeting, which 
will see the Frail Older 
People’s Assessment and 
Liaison Service (FOPAL) 
extended to the Vale 
based at University 
Hospital Llandough 
(UHL), along with a 
specialist hub for 
medical, stroke and 
orthopaedic 
rehabilitation in-patient 
beds, also at UHL. 

There will also be 
increased specialist 
gerontology presence at 
UHL and the University 
Hospital of Wales, with 
expanded day care 
capacity at Barry and St 
David’s Hospitals. 

These developments 
will also mean the 
closure of West Wing and 
of the Neale and Kent 
Ward at Barry Hospital, 
with the Sam Davies 
Ward at Barry being 
retained as a step-down 
facility for older people 
in the Vale who are not 
quite ready to go home 
following a spell in a 
major hospital. 


The Elderly Care 
Assessment Service 
(ECAS) will be provided 
from Llandough, St 
David’s and Barry 
Hospitals, a slight change 
to the original proposals, 
reflecting the feedback 
received during the 
engagement process. 

Dr Joseph Grey, 
clinical director for 
clinical gerontology, 
said: “We would like to 
thank everyone who has 
shared their views and 
helped to shape these 
plans. 

“This work is very 
important as getting the 
care we provide for older 
people right is vital as 
our population ages. 

“The average age of 
patients in our hospitals 
is in the mid-80s. These 
patients can have 
multiple, complex health 
and social care needs and 
these plans look at 
meeting those needs in 
the best way and in the 
best place.” 

Chief Officer of 
Cardiff and the Vale 
Community Health 
Council, Stephen Allen, 
commented that the CHC 
had considered carefully 
the proposals from the 
health board and was 
reassured that the re¬ 
design of these services 
to meet the needs of an 


elderly and vulnerable 
group, whilst 

acknowledging the need 
for these patients to 
remain as independent as 
possible while receiving 
quality community 
support, was appropriate. 

He said: “We all agree 
the environment at West 
Wing is unsuitable and 
anyone who needs 
inpatient care should 
expect to receive it in 
wards which are 
comfortable, clean and 
safe. 

“The CHC received 
written assurances from 
the chair of the health 
board that patients 
currently on the Neale 
and Kent Ward who 
required inpatient care 
would be transferred to 
the Sam Davies Ward at 
Barry, and the provision 
of beds available to aid 
discharge from UHW 
and UHL to a more 
community setting would 
be maintained.” 

He added: 

“Conversely, local GPs 
retain the ability to refer 
patients directly to this 
ward to meet the health 
care needs of this patient 
group. The CHC will 
oversee the 

implementation of these 
changes through its 
normal routine visiting 
mechanism.”

Woodland Trust woods 
are a fine setting 
for an evening walk 


On a beautiful summer 
evening, 10 walkers joined Sue 
and Joy and dogs Bracken 
and Bronte for a stroll around 
some of the lovely Woodland 
Trust woods near Dinas 
Powys. 

They set off along gravel paths in 
Casehill Wood to descend and cross 
the Cadoxton River and walked 
through the delightful copper beech 
trees into the steep-sided Cwm 
George. 

Then, climbing a woodland trail 
into Park Wood and walking in a 
circle around the perimeter, they 
descended via a bridle path with 
glorious views across Michaelston-le- 
Pit and towards Garth Hill. 

Following parched farm tracks 
through a crop of fast-growing maize, 
they headed through one of the newly- 
installed kissing gates and joined a 
path beside the Cadoxton River, 
where a footbridge led them back to 
Casehill meadow and the short trek 
back to the car park. 

More stunning woodland, this time 
beside the beautiful River Wye, 
featured in a 10-mile walk led by 
Nick, who was joined by six walkers 
at Trellech, where the church of St 
Nicholas has a huge spire and the 40- 
foot high Tump Turret dates to 
Norman times. 

They entered woodland north of 
Beacon Hill before the Wye Valley 
Walk led them into the lovely Cuckoo 
Wood and a stop for morning coffee. 

Walking above Llandogo village, 
built into the steep hillside beside the 
Wye, they passed Cleddon Falls 
where the waterfall was suffering 
from the lack of water and journeyed 
on through the magical Bargain 


Wood. A steep climb up a bridleway, 
then through a small wood led to Moo 
Farm and following narrow lanes they 
deviated into Kit’s Wood, battering 
their way through the overgrown path 
into a field and a lunch stop 
overlooking the 17th century Fountain 
Inn. 

Refreshed, they tramped on through 
the small village of Trelleck Grange 
before fields led to a narrow sunken 
lane and tracks to Hygga, where a 
short spell of road walking led to 
Woolpitch Wood and paths beside the 
Penarth Brook, which powered the 
ruined Trellech blast furnace, in which 
iron ore was smelted to make pig iron 
during the 17th century. 

Then on past HarolTs Stones, 
made up of conglomerate rock known 
as pudding stone and dating back 
3,500 years, a cool drink in the Lion 
Inn set them up nicely for the journey 
home.

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Guardians makes for one of the best Marvel films yet! 


F or a studio 
that has 
redefined the 
superhero genre, 
Marvel hasn’t been 
afraid to take 
chances, either 
with directors 
(Edgar Wright’s 
recent departure 
from Ant-Man 
aside) or actors, 
but their latest film 
is likely their 
biggest risk yet, 
based on a comic¬ 
book title that few 
would have any 
knowledge of. 

Guardians of the 
Galaxy tells the story of 
Peter Quill (Chris Pratt) 
who, having been 
abducted from earth at a 
young age, has carved 
out a life with a group 
of thieves and 
smugglers; when he 
finds himself the object 
of a manhunt after 
stealing an orb coveted 
by the villainous Ronan 
(Lee Pace). 

Quill is forced into 
an uneasy alliance with 
a group including 
Gamora (Zoe Saldana), 
a raccoon-like creature 
called Rocket (voiced 
by Bradley Cooper), 
Drax the Destroyer 
(Dave Bautista), and a 
tree known as Groot 
(voiced by Vin Diesel), 
and, discovering the 
orb’s true power, this 
group are forced 


together to defend the 
galaxy... 

Guardians of the 
Galaxy sticks out like a 
sore thumb in terms of 
Marvel Studios’ output 
so far; while their films 
have stuck to 
traditional, heroic 
concepts. Guardians... 
is a completely different 
beast, dealing with anti- 
heroes and interstellar 
adventure, rather than 
defending the world 
from terrorists. 

It may say something 
about the post-Avengers 
world that while the 
films since that team-up 
have been successful, 
they have been lacking 
a little - but 
Guardians... proves that 
a change can be as good 
as a rest, resulting in a 
film that is witty, 
irreverent, and, simply, 
a truly wonderful piece 
of filmmaking. 

Letting a director like 
James Gunn loose on a 
big-budget picture could 
have been a risk, having 
made his name directing 
ambitious, but low- 
budget, films, but he 
rises to the task here, 
delivering a film that 
manages to both 
amplify his own style 
but also fit into the 
overall Marvel universe. 

Gun’s films so far 
(the underrated Slither 
and equally-underrated 
Super as well as his 
writing work with low- 
budget horror studio 
Troma) have taken an 
idiosyncratic angle 


towards proceedings, 
and while Gunn does 
slightly tone down this 
element, it isn’t at the 
cost of losing his 
identity. 

Star Wars is a blatant 
influence on this film, 
but it wears the 
influence with a keen 
eye and with plenty of 
affection; the laser 
blasters, spacecraft and 
general sense of 
derring-do all hark back 
to George Lucas’s space 
opera, but the film also 
manages to replicate the 
feel of films like 
Ghostbusters and Back 
To The Future - films 
that were as keen to 
make you laugh as to 
make you gasp in 
amazement. 

While not a comedy 
per se, there are plenty 
of laughs to be had 
along with the dramatic 
thrust of the story, and 
Gunn and Nicole 
Perlman’s script gets the 
balance just right, 
always prepared to 
undercut moments of 
great drama with a quip 
or look, but never 
underselling the weight 
of the moment. 

It also succeeds in 
managing to introduce 
all the characters, bring 
them together and make 
it feel realistic; big 
scenes of exposition 
may be blatant, but they 
are delivered very 
cleverly, using a variety 
of tools to convey the 
amount of narrative 
detail required.

Doctor 
Who’s Karen Gillan 
solid if underused as a 
bounty hunter, while 
Lee Pace’s Ronan has 
the brooding and 
seriousness but is 
somewhat lacking in 
depth, a shame as he 


certainly looks the part. 

The only negative 
that can be mustered 
about the film is the fact 
that yet again we see a 
Marvel film conclude 
with a battle in the air; 
that it is staged with no 
little style and aplomb 
means that you can 
forgive this laziest of 
Marvel staples this time 
around. 

With a sequel already 
announced for 2017, 
further adventures of 
the Guardians of the 
Galaxy will be a most 
welcome addition to the 
ever-growing Marvel 
roster, as this first

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A regional AM backs 
RSPCA’s ‘Stun before 
Slaughter’ campaign 


A regional Welsh 
Assembly member 
has backed the 
RSPCA’s ‘Stun 
before Slaughter’ 
campaign - calling 
for all animals to be 
stunned before they 
are slaughtered - 
including when 
they are being bled 
as Halal meat. 

Welsh Conservative 
AM for South Wales 
West, Byron Davies 
(right) signed the 
charity’s petition at the 
Royal Welsh Show. 

He was told by 
officials from the charity 
that the National 
Assembly for Wales has 
the power to change the 
law in Wales on this, and 
the petition will be going 
to the Welsh 
Government calling for 
the change to be made. 

Mr Davies said: “This 


is all about ensuring the 
welfare of animals that 
are to be slaughtered. I 
understand that 80 per 
cent of Halal meat is 
pre-stunned anyway, 
without any religious 
problems, and it is only 
a minority of imams 
who insist on the 
animals being bled 
without stunning. 

“I am afraid that this 
choice should no longer 
be available in Wales,” 
he insisted. 

“This move is being 
backed by the British 
Veterinary Association. 

I understand that the 
Welsh Assembly can 
remove the exemptions 
to the existing law that 
stipulates how animals 
are to be slaughtered. 

“These exemptions 
permit slaughtering 
without stunning and in 
my view should be 
scrapped, ” Mr Davies 
added.

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Poll on council merger sparks 
debate on how it was conducted 


LETTERS to The GEM have 
criticised the methodology of a poll 
reported in last week’s issue (July 
31, page 13). 

Coun Philip Rapier of Penarth and Mr 
Dennis Harkus of Barry have pointed out 
that details of how the poll was conducted 
were not included. 

They also argue that it should have been 
made clear that the poU was commissioned 
by Conservative AM Andrew RT Davies’ 
office. 

On the latter point, The GEM would argue 
that the fact Mr Davies was the only person 
commenting on the poll, heavily implied 
that, but we are happy to acknowledge that 


this could have been made clearer. On the 
former point - the methodology of the poll - 
this information was supphed by Mr Davies’ 
office in the form of an added footnote, but 
regrettably it was not included in the final 
edited version. 

The poll was conducted by the 
organisation ‘Polldaddy’ and, for the record, 
here’s how the footnote to Andrew RT 
Davies’s press release described the 
methodology. 

It said: ''The ‘Polldaddy’ poll was open 
between 9am Thursday, July 24, and 3pm on 
Friday, July 25, with telephone polling 
taking place on Thursday evening and 
Friday morning to residents of Cardijf and 
the Vale. Repeat polling was blocked by IP 


address and cookies”. 

The article last week reported that there 
were 608 responses. Not included was the 
information supplied in the footnote to the 
press release that 396 were online responses. 

A spokesperson for Vale Conservatives 
said yesterday : “We recently conducted a 
poll online and via telephone canvassing, to 
gauge local views on Labour proposals to 
merge Cardiff and the Vale councils. 

“Using social media platforms like twitter 
is a great way to communicate with people of 
all kinds and the results certainly make 
interesting reading. 

“Hopefully, the Welsh Government will 
take note of local feeling”.

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TED WAS PRISONER OF WAR, BUT 
HE CONSIDERED HIMSELF LUCKY! 


Here, Mr Brian Rich tells the story of how his father, Ted Rich, served with the 
Welch Regiment, was captured, and later returned to Barry.

WHEN my mother died, I came across 
about 12 pieces of paper, including a card 
my father had when he was a World War 
One prisoner regarding parcels, the details 
for his Army sign-on, and letters to 
Battalion HQ in Shrewsbury and 
Carmarthen. 

I had some information from the internet regarding 
Dulmen Camp and the different nationalities of the 
inmates. 

I remember him saying that the guards in the last 
month used to take them out in groups to the local 
cinema. 

My father was bom in Nether Stowey, Somerset in 
1896. 

At the age of 18 he and his mother came over to 
Barry to live, and they resided at 23 Hunter Street. 

Aged 19, he enlisted on December 8, 1915 at the 
Drill Hall which was under the command of Colonel 
JA Hughes, into the 9th Service Battahon of the Welch 
Regiment and given the number 202105. 

He was at that time employed by the Barry Railway 
as a shunter. 

As the war drew on, men had to be replaced and 
then the reserve battalions were called into action. 

My father found himself in a trench at the start, as 
the Germans gave their last big push. 

The Allies’ front line retreated through Beugny 
which was held by the 9th Welch. 

The Wilts and Royal Welch Fusiliers were able to 
withdraw. This action saw 32 killed, including nine 
officers, and an unknown number were taken prisoner 
and wounded, all in eight hours. 

He found himself at Dulmen prisoner of war camp 
near Essen, and was made to work down the coal 
mines. 

The Germans failed in their last big push and even 
the guards at the camp knew that the war was coming 
to an end, so they took things easy with their prisoners. 

One day he received a card from the Prisoner of War 
Clothing Committee (Welch Regiment) informing him 
that four parcels were on their way to him. 

They contained a greatcoat, cardigan, suit, cap, 
vests, drawers, boots, towels, hankie, kitbag, socks, 
braces, shirts, gloves, and canvas shoes. 

The Armistice was signed in November and so the 
task of getting troops back home was a priority, and 


this also included the prisoners of war. 

My father arrived back in Barry on December 1, 
1919, and applied for demobilisation and to take up his 
job with the Barry Railway again. 

His mother was informed his last payment from the 
Army would be February 1919. 

My father spoke httle about his time as a prisoner of 
war but did say he was lucky, and was not gassed like 
some poor lads. 

He did bring back a souvenir: it was a brass artillery 


shell which my mother cleaned with Brasso for years 
and was placed in the fireplace with a poker and tongs. 

I have all the paperwork about my father and also 
the brass shell. Many years later, I took a look at the 
bottom of it. It is a German shell made in Dusseldorf 
in April 1915, roughly three years before my father 
was a prisoner. At one time my father was secretary to 
the British Legion in Lombard Street, and stage 
manager at the Memorial Hall in Barry during World 
War Two. He died in 1963.

THE WELSH DIVISION BEGINS 
ITS ATTACK ON MAMETZ WOOD! 


IN this extract from his novel ‘The Dead of 
Mametfr, JONATHAN HICKS describes 
the scene as the 38th Welsh Division begin 
their attack on Mametz Wood, as part of the 
Battle of the Somme in July 1916. 

JULY 7,1916 

THE night passed and at last, streaks of 
yellow began to slash the sky behind the 
wood and the trees that had survived the 
carnage became more focused silhouettes 
against the dawn sky. 

Gradually, the streaks opened like a huge 
demonic mouth and burned red and gold, setting 
the wood ablaze with colour. When the sun rose 
fully Bratton ventured a peep over the top of the 
trench, shocked at the view. 

The previous day’s scene had changed. Where 
the valley had once been green grass, now lay a 
blasted wasteland. Where the trees had stood 
vibrant, there now stood hundreds of stumps of 
blackened wood. 

He wondered how anyone could survive hell of 
such intensity and a wave of pity overcame him as 
he pictured the reverse scenario and could only 
imagine the horror of viewing the remains of 
German bodies that would confront him and his 
pals when they walked across the valley and 
entered the wood. 

The shellfire still continued but he was not 
willing to risk a sniper’s bullet for much longer and 
dropped down into the trench to make 

A few mi nutes later, he stood in line and was 
issued with his rum ration. The fiery liquid burned 
his throat but washed through his veins with the 
feeling of hot bath water and he felt its immediate 
potent effect. 

He watched as the others stood nervously by, 
fiddling with straps and fidgeting with rifles, each 


man preparing himself mentally in his own way. 

At 8.15am, Major John Lee jabbed angrily at the 
cradle rest for the telephone which hung lifelessly 
in his hands. The barrage was going well and the 
wood was being tom to shreds, but there was still 
no sign of the smokescreen designed to be laid 
down in front of his men to hide them from the few 
Germans still alive in the wood. 

At 8.30am, the artillery barrage stopped and the 
order came to ‘Stand To’ and Bratton and his fellow 
soldiers stood on the fire step of the trench. His 
heart beat furiously and his palms oozed sweat onto 
the stock of his rifle as they waited in silence for 
the order to go over the top. 

Someone cracked a joke further along the trench 
and was rewarded with a ripple of nervous laughter. 

At 8.30am, whistles blew and orders were yelled 
out. Bratton climbed the wooden ladder to the top 
of the parapet and levered himself out of the trench. 
To his left and right hundreds of men did the same 
and he was filled with a surge of euphoria as the 
intensity of the moment hit him. 

The great mass of khaki streamed forward. This 
was it, the end of the war. On to Berlin! The Boche 
were all dead and he would soon be standing in the 
green fields beyond. A couple of weeks and he’d be 
back home in the pub telling stories of this great 
day to the accompaniment of beer and approval. 

Then it started. An insect-like chatter began to 
his right and all around him men began to fall. A 
machine gun! 

He tried to think. There would be no way into 
the wood today. He had to live, had to get out of 
here before he too was killed. This was supposed to 
be so easy, so straightforward. The barrage had 
cleared the way and he would enter the wood and 
retrieve the package. But it was all turning into a 
nightmare and fear started to take over his mind. 

He slapped his face with his hand. Right, if I lie 
here I’m going to die, so let’s get the hell out of 
here, he decided and lifted his head. To his left was 


a shell hole. If he could make it there he might 
have a chance. At least he’d be away from this 
machine gun fire. So he sprang to his feet and 
began to run.

All schools entering the 
competition are visited 
by judges who assess the 
project, taking into 
account the appropriate 
level of literacy, 
numeracy and ICT skills. 

Barry Comprehensive 
was represented by a 
group of year-10 pupils - 
Aaron Bollingham, Rhys 
Evans, Joe Heppenstall, 
Taylor Hinchly, John 
McAllister and Gethin 
Stuckey. 

The group decided to 
link their project to the 
centenary of the First 
World War by 
commemorating the ex¬ 
pupils of our school who 
were killed during the 
conflict. 

The main aspect of the 
project was the memorial 
garden that the boys 
designed and helped to 
build. 

The boys created 53 
poppies to hang from the 
tree above the garden to 
represent every one of 
the ex-pupils who died; 


each being engraved with 
the name of one of the 
ex-pupils. 

The memorial garden 
is now to be used during 
whole-school events 
marking the centenary, as 
well as every November 
from now on, for 
Remembrance Day. 

The boys also worked 
extremely hard 

throughout their 

investigation into the 
context of the Great War 
and the significance of 
Remembrance. 

This also included 
researching the family 
history of three of the ex¬ 
pupils and creating a wall 
display celebrating their 
lives before the war. 

Additionally, the 
group delivered a lesson 
to a year-7 class, 
emphasizing the 

messages that they had 
learned themselves in 
order to encourage other 
boys to participate in the 
upcoming 
commemoration events. 

The WHSI awards 
ceremony took place in 
the Caerleon campus of 
the University of South 
Wales on July 7 and 
prizes were awarded for 
the best projects in each 
category: infant, primary, 
secondary and special 
schools. 

These were presented 
by the sponsors who 
donated them - Aaron 
and Gethin collected our 
prize from the 
Association of History 
Teachers in Wales, on 
behalf of the school. 

The history 

department is extremely 
proud of what the boys 
have achieved and 
commends them for the 
effort that they have put 
into the project 
throughout the year.

£20 coin marks 
the Great War 

T hroughout 2014 , The Royal 
Mint is marking 100 since the 
outbreak of the First World War. 
To reflect on the bravery of those who 
answered the call, the 1,000 year-old 
organisation has produced a £20 coin - only the 
second United Kingdom £20 coin ever to be 
struck - as a timeless reminder for collectors to 
treasure. 

The design depicts Britannia watching over 
the first troops leaving for France at the start of 
the war in 1944. Created by renowned sculptor 
John Bergdahl, the coin’s design captures the 
essence of the art deco style prevalent at the 
time, yet incorporates a contemporary twist. 


Major milestones in 2014 


NATIONAL and local World War One 
commemorations commenced this week, 
marking the 100th anniversary of the 
outbreak of what become known as the 
Great War. 

On Monday August 4, Merchant Navy 
Association Barry branch members met at the 
Anchor Memorial for a wreath laying and 
dedication. 

Barry branch members and guests then met at the 
MN monument outside the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council offices for a branch wreath laying and 
dedication; following this, they gathered at the Hall 
of Memory in the Barry Memorial Hall, where a 
plaque commemorating the Mercantile Marine 
losses during World War One was dedicated. 

A presentation was also made at the National 
Eisteddfordd on August 4 at Llanelli, regarding the 
Mercantile Marine, Barry and World War One, this 
was produced and presented by the Vale Centre for 
Voluntary Services. 

Tt could not have been 
achieved without them!’ 

THE years 2014 - 2018 will see commemorations 
for and tributes to the fallen of the Great War. 
The then British Mercantile Marine, against 
great odds and huge losses of both ships and 
seamen, ensured that the materials of war, armed 
personnel and provisions that kept Britain from 
starving and falling were transported. 

In wartime, Britain depended on civilian cargo 
ships to import food and raw materials, as well as 
transport soldiers overseas, and keep them supplied. 
The title ‘Merchant Navy’ was granted by King 
George V after the First World War to recognise the 
contribution made by merchant sailors. 


During the year of the convoy (2013) Merchant 
Navy veterans and relatives of the many lost wished 
to further raise public awareness of both the 
commitment and the sacrifice of merchant seafarers 
during war and conflict. 

Those who served in the ‘Fourth Service’ (MN) 
during both world wars, felt merchant seafarers had 
been largely unacknowledged and certainly 
undervalued for far too many years, especially the 
Arctic Merchant Navy veterans. 

During conflicts to date, the British Merchant 
Navy were called upon in times of need to aid a 
nation’s call. Last year commemorated men 
associated, many of whom have no known grave but 
the sea. 

Tribute was paid both nationally and locally and 
long awaited news of veterans being allowed to 
receive and wear new awards was announced by the 
Government. A new Merchant Navy medal is now 
also part of the honours list. 

Even today, 95 per cent of everything you see in 
the shops arrives by sea in ships and in all weathers, 
every day and port facilities are being expanded, 
with new and deeper berths for ever larger ships. 

‘Let those who come after see to it 
that his name he not forgotten’. 
MERCHANT Navy Day which is on September 3 
every year, will further remember the SS Athenia 
the first merchant ship lost in World War Two. 

The Athenia was a British passenger liner, sunk 
by German submarine U-30 south of Rockall Bank. 
1,300 survived, 112 lives lost. No warning was 
given in spite of the fact that it was only a few hours 
after the outbreak of war.

It will see the upgrade of the existing play area 
and a range of new facilities added, including 
fitness equipment, a multi-sport court and a skate 
area - to “provide a modern, high quality play 
environment in a safe and controlled setting”. 


FORMER CHAIR AND CURRENT 
COUNCIL LEADER AGREE - 

‘A merger with 
Cardiff not in 
Vale’s interests’ 


A former Tory cabinet member 
has claimed the Vale Council 
won’t publicly declare its position 
on the possibility of it being 
merged with Cardiff because it 
doesn’t want to have “a fall-out” 
with the Welsh Government. 

Coun Anthony Ernest, who 
represented Penarth on the Vale 
Council for over 30 years and is a 
former chairman of the authority, 
stated that no conceivable benefits 
could come about as a result of a 
merger with Cardiff. 

But in response to the fall-out’ 
claim the Leader of the Vale Council, 
Coun Neil Moore, insisted he had 
already gone on the record with his 
“strong view” that the Vale should 
remain independent. 

Coun Ernest told The GEM a 
merger of the Vale and Cardiff councils 
just wouldn’t work. 

“It would simply take us back to the 
days of South Glamorgan, which was 
totally dominated by the city, and 
resulted in minimal spend in the Vale, 
especially the rural areas, while the 
larger towns received little of merit 
that anyone can recall. 

“It seems that the Vale is just 
dithering over this issue, yet the latest 
Welsh Government ‘consultation’ 
calls for comments on a single 
proposal of merging the Vale with 
Cardiff to be received within a matter 
of weeks. 

“No alternative options are shown in 
the Government’s paper, yet it is 
obvious to most people that there is 
huge opposition to the proposal from 
residents living in the Vale, who in a 
referendum some years ago 
overwhelmingly voted to stay put as 
‘the Vale of Glamorgan’.” 

Coun Ernest said there were other 
reasons why a merger wasn’t in the 
Vale’s interests. 

“If you compare Cardiff’s record of 
educational achievement, it is much 
lower than that of the Vale which has 
several schools rated in the highest 
band, while Cardiff has performed 
poorly. 

“The Vale has an excellent record in 
the provision of waste management 
and recycling, which consistently 


receives praise from residents, while 
Cardiff considers monthly collections 
of black bags and a lesser recycling 
provision. 

“The Vale has some excellent 
libraries, which are very popular, while 
Cardiff is looking to close some down, 
along with with some community 
centres. However, leisure and sports 
provision in the Vale continues to draw 
a high participation level amongst 
residents.” 

Coun Ernest also pointed out that 
should the merger go ahead, the Vale 
would no longer have a mayor, and the 
Civic Offices and town hall in Barry 
could be sold off by a new greater 
Cardiff council who wouldn’t need 
offices in the Vale. 

He said: “Quite how the proposed 
council of some 500,00 plus residents 
would improve services has not, of 
course, been stated by Labour in 
Cardiff Bay. 

“Maybe this is why the leadership in 
the Vale of Glamorgan is desperately 
trying to avoid a fall-out with its 
political masters in the Assembly, as 
they too believe the proposal from the 
Williams’ Report is just an excuse for a 
land grab to help solve Cardiff’s unmet 
housing needs.” 

“MERGER OPPOSED” 

However, Coun Neil Moore said 
he had made it plain that in his 
opinion a merger would not be in the 
interests of the Vale - and a council 
meeting had underlined the point: 

“A resolution was received at a full 
council meeting in March, opposing 
the recommendations of the Williams’ 
Commission and any potential merger 
with Cardiff Council, ” he pointed out. 

“It was supported by all political 
groups, with one member of the 
independent group wishing to merge 
with Cardiff. 

“The Vale Council has an 
exemplary record, as is proven by 
recent auditor reports. 

“As Leader of the Council, I have 
gone on record in the press, and on 
television and radio with my strong 
view that the Vale should stay as an 
independent authority, and my belief 
that any merger with Cardiff would be 
to the detriment of the county and its 
residents,” he reiterated.”

T he South 

Wales branch 
of the 

Western Front 
Association will be 
present at The Vale 
Show and will be 
putting on a display 
relating to the 
centenary of the 
First World War.

This memorial 
commemorated the 
attacks on the wood 
between July7-12,1916, 
where 4,000 Welsh 
soldiers were killed or 
wounded. Many of these 
were from the towns and 
villages of Glamorgan.

It has 
been working closely 
with the Welsh 
Assembly, the 
Commonwealth War 
Graves Committee and 
the community of 
Mametz. 

Planning is at an early 


stage for a 

commemorative event to 
be held in July 2016 in 
France. 

It is intended to have 
a display centred on the 
Glamorgan 
Yeomanry/24th Welsh 
Regiment, which fought 


in Egypt, Palestine and 
In France during the 
First World War. There 
will also be medals and 
displays of other 
artefacts.

Fonmon Castle 
grounds is a superb 
venue to hold the Show 
and the facilities 
provided for the dog 
show are second to 
none; with excellent wet 
weather accommodation, 
which we hope we will 
not have to use, and the 
best outside rings in 
Wales, manicured to 
perfection by the show 
director and his team of 
helpers. 

We all hope for a fine 
day, which makes so 
much difference to show 
goers and exhibitors. 

The dog section is a 
popular point of the 
agricultural show itself; 


all the exhibitors’ rings 
are surrounded by 
visitors, who love to 
spend time looking at 
the various breeds on 
display and to chat to the 
dog owners, who will 
willingly answer their 
questions. 

There will be eight 
rings catering for 
hounds, gundogs, 
terriers, working dogs, 
pastoral dogs, utility 
dogs and toy dogs. 
Judging starts at 11am, 
with a full day ahead for 
the judges. 

The show also hosts a 
heat for the Kennel Club 
Junior Warrant 
competition, the final 
being held at Crufts next 
year. This show has been 
selected by the Kennel 
Club to hold this heat, 
the only one in Wales.

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Planning, measuring - and hoping we get it right! 



T he emergence of the 
tented town that we all 
enjoy walking around on 
Show day takes months and 
months of planning by 
organisers and, in particular, 
the trade stand officials. 

Trade stand applications arrive with 
us from early spring and then the 
process begins to try and keep 
everybody happy. Some want exactly 
the same pitch as last year, some want 
corner plots and some want to be in the 
middle of the main ring! 

Having analysed the 200+ 
applications for trade stand space, the 
work begins in earnest. Some 8,000 
metres of lines are measured to create 
the show field in aisles, and then the 
measurements are drawn on the field 
using 400 litres annually of eco- 
friendly white line marker. 

On top of this, some 3,500 metres of 
security and crowd control barriers are 
put into place, and we will have 


converted a 35-acre greenfield site into 
a show field. 

The planning process is critical. 

Our tentage contractors don’t like 
moving large marquees after they have 
been erected. 

An in-depth knowledge of our 
traders who return every year also 
helps; some book their plots in feet not 
metres, and the end result can be 
significant! 

Fortunately, we can normally spot 
their errors and correct them before the 
day. Having said that, and no matter 
how much you plan for the event, we 
will always have at least one trader 
every year who arrives to set up his 
stand and tries to erect a 10-metre 
marquee on a 6 -metre plot! 

We always need a few spare plots to 
account for these contingencies. 

Our success is due to the immense 
amount of hard work and diligence put 
in by our group of volunteer committee 
members and stewards, who work 
tirelessly for weeks before the show to 


try to get it right. 

We constantly strive to improve and 
listen to all kinds of suggestions. Let’s 
hope we’ve got it right this year - the 
only thing we cannot influence is the 
weather! 

Finally, as Nicola approaches her 
last show as General Secretary, I 
would like to express my own personal 


thanks to her as being the key player in 
the show planning process over the 
past 16 years. 

Whilst I have no doubts that her 
replacement, Sarah Fenner, will be 
equally capable, Nicola will be sorely 
missed by all those involved in the 
Show.

by Rolex. 

“It was fantastic to see the Welsh 
public and so many travelling golf fans 
come out and support the 
Championship in such large numbers. 

“We have an agreement in place for 
the championship to return to Royal 
Porthcawl again in the future, and we 
are looking forward to building on the 
strong foundations we have laid this 
year.” 

Coun Nott added: “Over many 
years. Royal Porthcawl has earned a 
reputation as being one of the premier 
links golf courses in the UK, and one 
that would be able to provide a test 
befitting of a Major championship. 

“Now that it has hosted The Senior 
Open, I think that Royal Porthcawl 
Golf Club has staked a very strong 
claim as a contender to stage The Open 
Championship within the next 10 
years. 

“Doing so would help to make 
Porthcawl synonymous with golf and 
would clearly be an immense boost for 
local tourism and the economy. 

“The council will be working 
closely with the Royal Porthcawl Golf 
Club to look at what is required to 
make this happen, and hopefully 
establish the venue as a front runner to 
join the roster of golf clubs that are 
considered to host The Open.”
